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The examiner on one hand agrees with the argument that Breitschwerdt et al.709 produces the vacuum of the chamber itself and 
not the backside of the wafer and on the combination of Kawal^ami et al.'559 in view of Breitschwerdt et al.709 that the vacuuming of the 
gas before and after the process of Breitschwerdt et al.709 applies to the chamber. See Fig. 1 elements 60, 50 and 10) and as a result 
this methodology applied to Kawakami et ai;559 would apply to vacuum pump (Fig. 1 element 24). 

On the other hand the examiner notes that Kawakami et al.'559 teaches the bidirectional conduit for a gas with among others the 
following feature: "At the time of etching treatment, the wafer is attracted onto the lower electrode with the aid of an electrostatic chuck, 
and a backside gas. for example, He gas from the gas supply conduit is blown onto the backside of the wafer through the gas emission 
holes thereby providing a uniform distribution of temperature over the wafer surface. After the completion of the etching, the electrostatic 
chuck is turned off, while simultaneously sucking the backslide gas through the gas supply conduit so as to prevent the wafer from being 
blown off by the pressure of the backside gas remaining within the gas supply conduit". See Col. 1 lines 45-55; it is clear here that the 
bidirectional conduit by sucking the gas assist the electrostatic chuck effect in the supporting of the wafer prior to the etching. 
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
